Ree A FAMILY OF SIx—all boys— 
is a formidable task for parents in 
full possession of all five senses. 

Yet this is the task Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Meyer, Kansas City, Mo., are 
carrying out with marked success — 
though neither is able to hear or speak. 

When the Meyers recently had their 
sixth son baptized in Pilgrim Church 
for the Deaf, Pastor Alvin E. Ferber 
told reporter Dave Wilkinson of the 
Kansas City Star: “The child could 
have been born into a wealthier family 
but not a closer one.” 

Following up the story of the new 
brother in the Meyer “fraternity,” news- 
men were quick to grasp the close 
connection between the Baptism of 
Mark Wallace and the success of his 
parents in homebuilding despite their 
handicap. Being “baptized into Christ,” 
it was discovered, also means to “put 
on Christ” —a primary characteristic 
of the happy, close-knit, Christian fam- 
ily, which excites the admiration of 
neighbors and friends. 


“An example of this,” observed the 
Star report, “is the way the entire fam- 
ily pitched in when Mrs. Meyer came 
home with the baby. Everyone had 
a job. Tommy, 16, the oldest, gave the 
orders. Five-year-old Lenny did the 
lighter tasks. He went about his assign- 
ments cheerfully, pleased at no longer 
being the ‘baby’ of the family.” 

The Meyers greeted the arrival of 
each new hearing son with new grat- 
itude to God, for congenital deafness, 
Mr. Meyer’s affliction, may be inher- 
ited. In an increasing measure they 
also realized that their impediment was 
for the glory of God, welding them 
together as a Christian family. 

All six sons were baptized by Pastor 
Ferber, missionary to the deaf in the 
Kansas City area since 1924. He also 
confirmed the mother and united her in 
marriage with Louis Meyer. 

Mr. Meyer, who attended the Lu- 
theran School for the Deaf in Detroit, 
has been active in Pilgrim Church, par-

ticularly in building and maintaining 
the congregation’s new chapel. 

While the parents prefer the sign- 
language services at Pilgrim, the young- 
sters attend parish school and Sunday 
school at Calvary Church. Pastor How- 
ard G. Barth and Principal Harold 
Dunklau have shown special interest in 
the bright, well-marmnered lads, who 
may some day form two thirds of a 
church ball team. 

Teamwork comes naturally to them 
from their home environment. Tommy 
has accepted responsibilities far beyond 
his years. He acts as “official inter- 
preter” for his parents in conversations 
with hearing persons and handles much 
of the guidance and discipline of the 
younger brothers. They in turn are 
training to take over as “boss” when 
Tom retires. 


Use of the sign language, which all 
the older boys understand, and the lip- 
reading ability of the parents facil- 
itate two-way communication. Tommy 
learned the spoken tongue from a great- 
grandmother. By chain reaction, grasp 
of the spoken word then passed from 
older to younger brother. 

Though she needed help at first, 
Mrs. Meyer learned that she could take 
care of four-month-old Tom by herself. 
Sleeping with fingers touching the in- 
fant in the crib next to her bed, she 
would waken when he stirred. During 
the day she found she instinctively knew 
when the child was crying or needed 
attention. 

The teamwork displayed by the 
Meyer family, Missionary Ferber points 
out, is a miniature of the co-operation 
among the pastors, members, mission- 
aries, and boards of the synodical fam- 
ily in its missionary program for the 
deaf. Under God’s blessing this co-op- 
eration has enabled the Missouri Synod 
to do more Gospel work among the 
deaf than all other Protestant churches 
combined. 

Now in its 64th year, Synod’s mis- 
sion to the deaf has a working force 
of 44 specially trained missionaries.

Rooftop Clubs 


Now I’m off to high places, a seventh- 
floor rooftop, to be exact. With an in- 
flux of over two million people in less 
than ten years being crowded into an 
area of less than 320 square miles, most 
of which is uninhabitable, one can see 
why the Government had to take dras- 
tic steps to provide housing. One dra- 
matic solution has been the construction 
of tenement houses which make it pos- 
sible to achieve a density of population 
exceeding 2,000 people to a small city 
block. The buildings are seven stories 
high and have 400 rooms. Each 10x 12 
room is occupied by five persons. 


I visit the handicraft class of a boys 
and girls’ club which meets on this en- 
closed rooftop. Our church conducts 
four of these clubs with an enrollment 
of well over 1,000. In addition to the 
handicraft classes, religion, Chinese, 
and English are taught. My visit in- 
cludes working out some lesson plans 
with the leaders and filling out several 
Government reports.

There is still time before lunch to see 
how things are coming on the site of a 
new school. To gain building space, the 
Government takes down mountains and 
dumps the dirt into the bay. Thus both 
the leveled mountain space and the re- 
claimed sea provide building sites. Our 
church at home has granted us $35,000; 
the Education Department (Govern- 
ment) is loaning us another $35,000 
without interest and is donating the land 
on which we are constructing a 12-room 
school and a place of worship. 


Water Shortage and Red Tape 


Because of the poverty of the people 
in the area and the necessity of import- 
ing firewood I check our site not only 
for building progress but also to make 
sure the watchman is not permitting too 
much of the lumber in the fence to be 
requisitioned for kindling wood by the 
near-by squatters. 

Meanwhile Jane, my wife, has helped 
get the washing out. This must be done 
before 10 A.M., at which time the 
water supply is cut off. Hong Kong has 
a perpetual shortage of water, and it is 
strictly rationed. Sometimes our supply 
is limited to about two hours a day. 

Jane also does the illustrations for

Weekly visits are made to at least one of the four chur 
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these classes. The future of our church 
here, under God, depends very heavy- 
ily upon these young people who are 
now being trained, as well as upon the 
boys and girls they teach. Our prayer 
includes petitions for blessings on each 
of 12,000 Sunday school leaflets we 
print weekly. 

The British here feel that dinner 
should not be before eight, but we are 
having Chinese food (rice, bean sprouts, 
pork and nuts, local vegetables); so 
6:20 is late enough to get at this de- 
licious meal. 

After checking on Davey’s home- 
work — he goes to the British School 
along with children from about 30 
different nations — it’s back to Con- 
cordia School for our Monday night 
Bible institute. My course in Evange- 
lism is attended by some 40 adult mem- 
bers of our church. 


Russian “Hot Dog” 


When the bell rings at 9:20, Mr. Mak, 
the dean of one of our seven schools, is 
waiting for me. He comes in every 
Monday night to discuss the problems 
and challenges of his school. In our 
talks we always try to remember that 
our objective, like St. Paul’s, is that we 
“might by all means save some.” 

I take Mr. Mak home on my way to 
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pick up Jane, whose Monday night re- 
hearsal with the Hong Kong Oratorio 
Society ends at 10. We often stop in at 
a Russian restaurant for some thick 
black coffee and possibly a sausage in a 
roll, listed on the menu as a “hot dog.” 
We usually also give the waiter a brief 
Christian message, for we know that he 
works twelve to fourteen hours every 
day of the year and thus has almost no 
opportunity to attend any Christian 
study or worship sessions. 


Much to Be Done 


Shortly after 11 we’re in bed. Re- 
calling the mistakes of the day, the op- 
portunities for witnessing by-passed, the 
coldness of our love, and our persistent 
self-centeredness, we pray, “God, be 
merciful to me, a sinner.” But also re- 
membering the all-embracing love of 
the Savior, who daily and richly forgives 
us, We are soon asleep. 


If the Lord wills to awaken us on 
Tuesday morning, we know that there 
is a great deal to be done in the ever- 
changing, ever-challenging task of a 
missionary. Tuesday will be entirely 
different from Monday; yet it will be 
the same, for we daily proclaim the 
same message and we daily live only in 
and through Him who is the same 
yesterday, today, and forever.

HELP FROM TH 


When You’re Troubled with Anxiety 


Do you know how it feels to get up 
in the morning with a heavy heart? 
And after you’re up, you push your- 
self through the day? You can’t put 
your finger on anything in particular. 
But you are stuck with this feeling of 
vague fear and worry about almost 
everything in your life. 

You think of something you're sup- 
posed to do next week. It can be some- 
thing you’ve done many times before. 
But you just worry about it all the 
week long. You just can’t get it off 
your mind. 

There is a word for feeling this way 
— anxiety. It’s a painful half-a-life 
way of living. 


The Roots of Anxiety 


Have you ever wondered why this 
anxious feeling gets such a grip on 
you? There are many causes. Some- 
times an understanding of these causes 
helps us to relieve our anxious feelings. 
These causes are like a series of rings 
looped over us and hemming us in. 

This world of nuclear bombs and 
space missiles doesn’t offer a setting 
of certainty in which to live. This uni- 
versal menace is in the background of 
our anxiety. Then, again, the big push 
in our country to be a success puts 
a treadmill of instability under us. Our 
advertising and entertainment pretend 
there are no dead ends or detours of 
failure, mistakes, and sickness on the 
broad way to success and happiness. 

Closer to home base is our own 
idealized image of ourselves. This is 
the picture we paint, using the bright 
colors of what we think we ought to 
be. This image also includes what we 
think others expect of us. Of course, 
there are no dark colors of shortcom- 
ings, weaknesses, or limited abilities on 
this unrealistic palette. Trying to fit 
this picture — to measure up — causes 
us many of our vague fears and wor- 
ries. For the harder we try to be per- 
fect, the more surely we are trying to 
cover up the deep-seated feelings of 
inadequacy we have about ourselves. 

Sometimes a past sin, pretty well for- 
gotten and buried deep in the past, 
sends up bubbles of anxiety. We see 
the bubbles but don’t know their source. 
We are plagued with anxiety but don’t 
know the cause. 
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When Anxious, Move 


Talk over your anxieties with a pro- 
fessionally trained person if they hang 
on. Take a walk alone every day. 
When you're feeling the worst, reach 
out and help some other person worse 
off than you. Use the pain of anxiety 
to look within yourself and honestly 
to think through your relations with 
others. 

God can use your anxiety to have 
you come to grips with yourself. “Who 
am I?” ‘Where am I going?” “What’s 
important to me?” Most of all, begin 
to live with God’s Word as the ground 
on which you build your long-range 
healing plan. 


Remember Who God Is 


For a while listen to God’s Word in 
church and at home from this point 
of view. “Who does the Word tell me 
God is?” He is the almighty God, who 
threw the planets spinning into space. 
He holds the world in His preserving 
hand, but He also knows the number 
of the hairs on your head. 

When He really wanted to let you 
know who He is, He sent His Son to 
live out God’s love for you in person. 
He proved Himself to be your loving 
Father by sending His Son to suffer 
and die in your place. 

This is the Father-God who gives 
you each day. This is the Savior-God 
who never gives you a day without 
giving you also the strength for the day. 
He knows His purposes for you. 


Remember Who You Are 


You are a redeemed child of God. 
You are God’s forgiven, personally 
adopted son or daughter through Christ. 
You're part of His family. You came 
from God, and you are on your way 
back to God. While you are here, He 
guides you to those spots in life where 
you can serve Him best. 

With this double-barreled view of life 
then set your sights on specific Bible 
verses which strike you. Watch out! 
These Bible verses are not magic words 
to make your anxiety disappear when 
you simply recite them. They’re also 
not spiritual “pep pills” that give you 
a quick lift. But they are a living, per- 
sonal message from God for you.

Faith and I 


HAVING REPENTED of my sins and 
having confessed and forsaken them

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Though Holy Baptism may be per- 
formed by several modes (washing, 
sprinkling, pouring, immersing), there 
is only one Scriptural Baptism, that 
commanded by Jesus. (Matt. 28: 18-20; 
Mark 16:15, 16) 

This is the Baptism which the apostle 
Paul taught and practiced. Called 
chiefly to preach the Gospel, he per- 
sonally baptized but few, at least in 
Corinth (1 Cor. 1:14-17). He did the 
spadework in starting new congrega- 
tions; the establishment and adminis- 
tration of the churches were left largely 
to local elders or pastors. 

Evidence that Paul believed and 
taught Holy Baptism for the remission 
of sins is found in his own obedience to 


Eph. 4:5? 


Which is the ONE Baptism to which the apostle Paul refers in 


Christ’s baptismal command (Acts 
9:18; 22:16) and in his declaration that 
God according to His mercy “saved us 
by the washing of regeneration and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost” (Titus 3:5), 
that is, Holy Baptism. 

Other references of the apostle to 
this salutary washing of water by the 
Word are found in Rom. 6:3, 4; Eph. 
SACS Gail SANS i (Corr, 213). 

Any baptism that is not performed 
in the name of the Triune God with 
water for the remission of sins (Acts 
2:38, 39) has no place in God’s church. 
Christ’s Baptism is a means of grace for 
the bestowal of forgiveness of sins and 
eCtemalssalvationes (Johnes 2510-1 leleeten 
3}8 7211) 


Is it necessary for us to 
have and to subscribe to 
formal creeds and confes- 
sions? If so, what is their 
purpose?

The adoption and use of formal 
creeds and confessions is not absolutely 
necessary. So far as we know, God’s 
church in the Old Testament, as well as 
for several centuries in the New Testa- 
ment, had no written creeds or con- 
fessions. The Bible suffices. 

Every rational human being, how- 
ever, has a creed, even though he does 
not make a formal draft of it. A creed 
is a written or oral statement of what 
a person believes. If someone says that 
he has no creed, that is his creed, his 
expression of his conviction that he has 
no definite religious beliefs. 

God’s people have for more than 
16 centuries felt the need of formal 
statements by which they can concisely 
tell others what they believe. That was 
the purpose of formulating the Apos- 
tolic, Nicene, and Athanasian Creeds. 
Our Lutheran Confessions, particularly 
the Augsburg Confession, have the 
same purpose. 

That was also the purpose of the 
Brief Statement adopted by The Lu- 
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theran Church — Missouri Synod in 
1932 and reaffirmed at its 1959 conven- 
tion. It states what our church believes 
to be the true teaching of the Holy 
Scriptures on the 17 doctrines it sets 
forth. In printed form the Brief State- 
ment aids our members as well as in- 
terested nonmembers to assure them- 
selves of the Scripturalness of our 
teachings and to establish them more 


firmly in the faith. 
? Why is the doctrine of 
Christ’s descent into hell 
Ga not mentioned in the Nicene 
Creed? 


None of our creeds contains every 
doctrine of the Bible. A careful com- 
parison of them (see The Lutheran 
Hymnal, pp. 12, 22, 53) will reveal that 
some doctrines are mentioned in all 
three creeds; some in one or the other: 
and some do not appear in any of them. 

These ancient creeds were drawn up 
by the church in the early centuries of 
our era to meet specific confessional 
needs. The Biblical doctrines which are 
not included were not in controversy 
at the time of their formulation.

TRANSLATES LUTHER’S SMALL CATECHISM 
INTO TAIWANESE; FIRST EDITION PRINTED 


A little book first shown on Pentecost 
Sunday to curious villagers in Taiwan 
represents the first trickle of a stream 
of spiritual blessings for the people on 
the island and throughout southeast 
Asia if the experience of 430 years is 
any criterion. 

What the group at the mission station 
in Am-Khi saw for the first time was 
the first-edition copy — in their own 
tongue — of Luther’s Small Catechism, 
a handbook for Gospel instruction pub- 
lished in several hundred languages 
since Luther first gave it to the world 
ina SAE) 

The newest translation is in a Latin- 
ized (English alphabet) version of Tai- 
wanese, also known as the Amoy dialect 
of the Chinese. It was produced by Rev. 
Norman Walter with the assistance of 
his language teacher, Henry H. J. Go. 

Missionary Walter is Synod’s first 
pastor called to work in Taiwanese. 
Other missionaries sent to Taiwan have 
used only the Mandarin dialect. 

That Luther’s little classic may well 
become a “river of salvation” in Asiatic 
nations was foretold in the story behind 
the translation. Originally Missionary 
Walter, in connection with his language 
studies, prepared an outline translation 
for future use in his work among the 
Taiwanese. 

“However,” the missionary states in 
the introduction of the book, “realizing 
that a complete translation of the cate- 
chism would be useful also for others 
who would be teaching the Bible, and 
seeing that this exercise offered a real 
contribution to our language study, we 


decided to prepare this more compre- 
hensive translation.” 

When Bible class teachers, seminary 
students, and missionaries of other 
church bodies continued to request 
typewritten copies of the manuscript, 
it was decided to undertake printing of 
the first edition. 

Translations of a hymnal, agenda, 
and prayer book are now being planned. 
Because the Amoy dialect is widely 
spoken in southeast Asian countries, 
these books will have increasing value 
if it becomes possible for Synod to ex- 
pand mission work to these areas. 

The Bible has already been put into 
the Latinized form by Christian mis- 
sionaries in the Amoy Province on the 
Chinese mainland. Since the system 
was devised for this specific purpose 
and is used almost exclusively in Chris- 
tian circles, it is sometimes called the 
“Christian Latinized system.” 

Pointing to the advantage of using 
this system for his translations, Mis- 
sionary Walter writes: “After we have 
taught a person to read in his vernac- 
ular language, we can provide him with 
a Bible and catechism — later also a 
hymnal and prayer book — and feel 
reasonably certain that his eagerness to 
become a more proficient reader will 
induce him also to become a well- 
informed person in Christian literature.” 

Noting that one doesn’t have to be 
“too concerned about poor literature 
getting into the homes of our Chris- 
tians,” he adds that “there is very little” 
other Christian literature “which the 
people would be able to read.”

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TWO MICHIGAN PASTORS HEAD MISSION PUSH 
INTO MIDDLE EAST; HOPE TO REACH MUSLIMS 


Two Michigan pastors will head the 
initial push to expand Synod’s mission 
toehold in the troubled Middle East, the 
Board for World Missions has an- 
nounced. 

Rev. Edward B. Azzam, 36, since 
1952 pastor of congregations in Stand- 
ish and Au Gres, Mich., and Rev. Carl 
F. Agerstrand, 59, Muskegon, expect 
to arrive in Lebanon about Sept. 1. 
They plan to develop the work carried 
on there almost singlehandedly by the 
former Muskegon businessman.

So strong was the pull to full-time 
Kingdom service that Mr. Agerstrand 
sold his manufacturing concern shortly 
after World War II to become a lay 
missionary in the Middle East. On a 
visit to the States in 1950 he was en- 
couraged by Drs. Walter A. Maier, 
Henry Nau, and Adolph Meyer to in- 
augurate broadcasts of The Lutheran 
Hour in Arabic from the state-operated 
radio station in Beirut. 

The 14,800 enrolled in the Lutheran 
Hour Bible Correspondence Course 
from several countries indicate the re- 
markable success of the Gospel broad- 
casts among the Middle East’s 100 mil- 
lion inhabitants. 

Carl Agerstrand passed his colloquy 
this spring after two years of study at 
the Springfield seminary. He was com- 
missioned June 12 as missionary at Zion 
Church, Mitchell, S. Dak., where he has 
served as vacancy pastor since March 
to gain pastoral experience. Mrs. Ager- 
strand, the former Elsie Nelson of 
Muskegon, will accompany her hus- 
band to Lebanon. 

Pastor Azzam, a 1952 Springfield 
seminary graduate, was born in Akron, 
Ohio, of Arab parents who came to this 
country from Nazareth. He has many 
relatives in the Near East whom he will 
see for the first time after taking over 
his new post. 

Both Pastor Azzam and his wife, the 
former Edythe Pauline Font, have taken 
active part in Walther League and 
Lutheran Women’s Missionary League 
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rallies and conventions. They will move 
to Lebanon with their three children: 
Barbara, 11; Richard, 10; and Tim- 
othy, 6. 

Both missionaries will focus first at- 
tention on the Lebanon area, where 
some 60 persons, gained through Mis- 
sionary Agerstrand’s radio efforts, have 
been baptized by Missouri Synod pas- 
tors traveling through the area, accord- 
ing to Dr. Herman H. Koppelmann, 
Executive Secretary of the Board for 
World Missions. 

The Board, however, is asking both 
workers to “maintain the necessary 
mobility so that they can easily move 
if some other area offers better possibil- 
ities,” Dr. Koppelmann adds. 

The new mission team will also make 
special efforts to bring the Gospel to 
the millions of Muslims centered in the 
Middle East.

“Right to Feel Comfortable?” 


With a joyful overtone our reports state 
that nearly a thousand graduates and 
student vicars went into God’s work this 
spring, 20 of them into foreign work. 

But isn’t there a lack of balance in 
those figures, when we send a bit more 
than two per cent of workers to “all na- 
tions” and keep almost 98 per cent for 
our one rich nation already dotted with 
churches? If after Pentecost 98 per cent 
of church work had been confined to 
Jerusalem, Judea, and Galilee, would we 
have the Gospel? We call Matthew 28: 
18-20 the GREAT COMMISSION. Do 
our figures hint that our work is shaping 
up more like a GREAT OMISSION? 

Our Lord told us in His commission 
(1) to make disciples of all nations, bap- 
tizing them, and (2) teaching them spirit- 
ually, with emphasis on His instructions. 
Isn’t that what Matthew 28 says? 

When we keep nearly 98 per cent of 
our church workers at home, are we sub- 
stituting church organization for evangeliz- 
ing the nations? And for teaching them 


Spiritually, are we gradually substituting 
the concept of worship, not in the sense of 
daily living with God but of a man-made 
set of church customs to observe one hour 
a week? Are we building a colossus of 
education, in part secular, becoming so 
expensive that we have too little energy 
left for the things Christ told us to be 
doing? Finally, are we spending far too 
much money, in proportion, on buildings 
and too little on going? 

Many readers will feel, as I feel, in- 
competent to give the answers to such 
questions; but shouldn’t such questions 
occupy us now? Is it right to feel com- 
fortable especially now, with Communism 
winning much of the fermenting world? 
Is our lack of obedience going to be the 
cause of our homes and institutions being 
reduced to the rubble of war? 

Figures can no doubt be quoted to in- 
crease the two per cent. But that isn’t 
the main point. Suppose we sent five or 
ten per cent of our manpower to ALL 
NATIONS each year — would that satisfy 
our Lord? 

Is an agonizing rethinking of our entire 
work the most wholesome thing we can 
do just now, not by way of answering me 
but by talking it over privately with our 
Lord — and in church meetings, seminars, 
and conferences with one another? If 
winning the nations is Our objective, how 
can we do it better than we are now 
doing it? ,
